In a letter which he wrote taut week 
to 
Speaker Sam Rayburn President 
Eisenhower said: "I am sure many 
members of the Congress are as grati­ 
fied as I am to note the growing aware­ 
ness of private citizens that the dollars 
spent by the Federal Government are 
in fact their own dollars, and that Fed­ 
eral benefits are not free but must be 
paid for out of taxes collected from the 
people.” 


Many people were glad to learn that 
President Eisenhower and our national 
legislators have felt the public pulse 
and are becoming more economy mind­ 
ed. We arh glad to know that this atti­ 
tude on the part of taxpayers Is appre­ 
ciated by both the President and Con­ 
gress. 


It is indeed encouraging as Congress 
has reached the halfway mark to note 
that a determined effort is being made 
to reduce national spending. Eisenhow­ 
er himself laid down ways to save al­ 
most two billion dollars although most 
of this was in sums the administration 
had not been expected to spend any-

way In the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 
The House figured it had voted cuts 
totaling a little over one billion in, eight 
appropriation bills as proposed by Ike. 
None of these has as yet been consider­ 
ed by the Senate but it is believed that 
the upper house will join in a number 
of the budget cuts. 
Tax Cuts Proposed 
In order to get the jump on the other 
party both Republicans and Democrats 
are already beginning to talk about tax 
cuts. It does not seem likely however, 
as Speakfy Rayburn suggests, that Con­ 
gress will cut the budget enough to just­ 
ify a tax cut. If Congress will only con­ 
tinue the present trend toward voting 
down Federal expenditures though, we 
can depend on some tax reductions 
within the next year or two. 
There is little doubt that the present 
attitude of Congress was brought about 
by an upsurge of demands from all 
across the land that the present rate of 
Federal spending must stop, so keep 
.right on writing your Congressman and 
Senators during the last half of the ses­ 
sion when the biggest appropriation 
bills will be coming up for action. Let’s 
keep the economy ball rolling.
